The 200 farmers, wives and 
children—who drove from Illi­ 
nois. Dirk sen's hom e state, in a 
caravan of tractors—surround­ 
ed the Republican leader as he 
em erged from the Senate charrv 
ber 
They dem anded a return to 
full parity in farm prices and a 
stronger voice for farm ers on 
all future federal agricultural 
policies. 
When Dirk sen told his constit­ 
uents he is one of 20 senators 
supporting a bill to tak e up to 10 
million acres of farmland out of 
production and to end existing 
farm 
programs 
within 
five 
y ears, he was answered with 
shouts of, “ No! No!” 
The shouting got louder when 
he responded to a request that 
he buy a bushel of grain at the 
panty price 
$3 06 com pared to 
about the present m ark et value 
of about $105 
by pulling a $20 
bill from his wallet. He told the 
farmers to give the change and 
the wheat to the poor. 
“ We want parity , not chan­ 
ty .” the farm ers shouted echo­ 
ing the slogan that has been 
their rally ing cry during the 
long trek from their east central 
Illinois homes.

Bntain found its g ood fortune 
in underestimating its ex ports, 
one of the critical areas of its 
economy And compounding the 
g ood fortune was the fact that 
the same error has been made 
every y ear since 1964 
As many Americans and all 
Britishers realize, that nation’s 
economy has been in the dol­ 
drums. one of the reasons—or 
effects—being that ex ports have 
not been strong enoug h to pro- 
duc*e an inflow of cash 
The Board of Trade made a 
mig hty contribution to recti­ 
fy ing that poor situation earlier 
this month when it announced 
that it had been underestimat­ 
ing these ex ports by between 2 
ad 3 per cent 
Certainly this isn’t g oing to 
correct the imbalances in the 
Bntish economy , but it does 
mean that the country was bet­ 
ter off by between $24 million 
and $36 million a y ear since 
1964. And it provokes interesting 
speculation 
Did Britain act too hastily in 
reducing the stated value of the 
pound sterling from $2 8 0 to 
$2.40’’ One of the reasons for so 
doing was the distressing fig ­ 
ures that showed big imports 
and small exports 
It is unlikely that the errors 
would have meant the differ­ 
ence between a strong pound 
and a weak pound But in some 
monthly 
reports 
the

could have meant the difference 
between a poor ex port month 
and a terrible one 
Eq ually 
interesting is the 
speculation on the U.S Treasur­ 
y ’s error If nearly $3 billion 
more than was ex pected was

In other words, why wasn t 
the decrea.sed spending power 
of Americaas more obvious in

as common as errors One rea­ 
son. it is safe to say . is that in­ 
comes also were a bit hig her

“The absent or slug g ish re­ 
sponse by military commanders 
to the emerg encies evident in 
the Pueblo and EC121 incidents 
demonstrate the n eed for a com­ 
plete review of our military -i'i- 
vilian command structure and 
its capability to cope with emer­ 
g ency situations. ” the subcom­

beau ty 
abou nds in the area of Miami in 
Saline Cou nty , with its tree- 
cov ered hills and the Missou ri 
Riv er flowing at its edge. 
Upon a high hill still stands 
the home of Henry Ferrill, who 
entered the site in 1833. Ferrill. 
who cam e to Missou ri in 1808 
when he was 14 y ears old, was a 
Saline Cou nty pioneer. 
Came From Kentu cky 
Originally from Kentu cky , he 
settled in the Miami bottom s in 
18 18 . two miles from the town 
he later fou nded.

area, and in I8 6 0 Saline ('ou nty

The sav ings bank had capital 
of 150.000. the u npaid portion 
sec-u red by real estate 
The 
Miami Bank was established in

Tax-Paying Shield 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nev er 
again will 15 4 fo rtunate perso ns 
be able to enjo y $200.000-plus in­ 
co mes and av o id inco me tax en­ 
tirely if the nearly -co mpleted 
tax refo rm bill is enacted, its 
pro po nents say 
The case o f the no n-pay ing 
rich, disclo sed at the start o f 
tax hearings by fo rmer Secre­ 
tary o f the Treasury J o seph W 
Barr, has been a bo o n to refo rm 
adv o cates 
It has been cited 
again and again in co nstituents' 
letters to co ngressmen and in 
their o wn speeches. 
The two present rules that ac­ 
co unted fo r mo st o f the inco me 
sheltering were gifts to charities 
o f pro perty that had gained 
v alue while in 
po ssessio n o f 
the do no r, and interest deduc­ 
tio ns. 
The Ho use Way s and Means 
Co mmittee decided a perso n 
giv ing pro perty to a priv ate 
fo undatio n co uld claim as a de­ 
ductio n o nly what the pro perty 
co st him Or he co uld claim the 
full amo unt—but then he wo uld 
hav e to pay capital gains tax o n 
the appreciatio n. 
So me kinds o f appreciated 
pro perty , such as sto ck o r real 
estate, co uld still be giv en to a 
public charity o r similar cause 
with full deductio n But wo rks 
o f art. co llectio ns o f papers and 
o ther fo rms o f tangible perso nal 
pro perty , no matter to who m 
giv en, wo uld co me under the 
new rule. 
The rules wo uld be tightened 
also to limit the use o f “ bargain 
sales '—sale o f pro perty belo w 
v alue to a charity 
As to interest, the co mmittee 
fo cused o n the bo rro w-and-in- 
v est pro cedure. 


It pro po sed a rule that—after 
the first $125 .000—interest o n 
funds bo rro wed to acquire o r 
carry inv estment assets can be 
deducted o nly fro m inv estment 
inco me, and ev en then o nly aft­ 
er all o ther deductio ns hav e 
been taken. This means that in 
many cases no t all the interest 
will be deductible. 
The refo rm bill also co ntains 
two bulldo zer pro v isio ns to de­ 
mo lish tax shelters. 
One specifies that any tax pay ­ 
er who has mo re than $10,000 in 
deductio ns and also has special 
tax preferences o f almo st any 
kind must allo cate his deduc­ 
tio ns pro po rtio nately between 
the fully -tax ed and the preferen­ 
tially treated inco me. He may 
no t use his deductio ns o nly to 
cancel o ut tax able inco me. 
The o ther minimum tax pro v i­ 
sio n wo uld apply to perso ns who 
hav e mo re than half their in­ 
co me in o ne o r mo re o f the cate­ 
go ries o f tax preferred treat­ 
ment They wo uld hav e to in­ 
clude half o f the ex cess fo r tax ­ 
atio n o n the same basis as o rdi- 
nary inco me. 
The co mmittee decided Tues­ 
day to set effectiv e date o f J uly 
2 5 ,1%9 fo r its pro po sed rev isio n 
in the tax rate o n lo ng-term cap­ 
ital gains. 
The rev isio n wo uld eliminate 
the present 5 0 per cent max i­ 
mum tax o n lo ng-term capital 
gains, so that all tax pay ers 
wo uld pay at their regular tax 
bracket o n o ne-half gain 
The effectiv e date o f J an.

Warren F Hearnes said 
today the Personnel Advisorv 
Board which administers the 
merit system is revising the 
basic pay ranges to provide for

merit system—the state s ver­

—include the divisions of wel­ 
fare. mental di.sea.ses. health, 
employment security, personnel 
the department of corrections, 
board of training schools and 
board of probation and parole.

Plans Change 
For License 
Office System 


JE F F E R S O N CITY lAPi - 
Sen. A. Clifford Jones. R-Clay- 
ton, said today “ it s time to 
take the license fee offices out 
of the hands of the politicians ” 
He said he would introduce a 
bill in the next Legislature to 
allow cities to run the state li­ 
cense offices, collect the fees 
and use the money for munici­ 
pal purposes. 


“ That would stop this non­ 
sense once and for all, ” he said 
in commenting on the current 
furore about alleged discrepan­ 
cies in the fee offices at Bowl­ 
ing Green and Warrenton. The 
Bowling Green office has been 
operated by Mrs Shirley But­ 
ters, Democratic national com­ 
mittee woman. 


Reports 
have 
indicated 
a 
shortage of about $39,000 in the 
Bowling Green accounts The of­ 
fice has been closed and the ac­ 
counts are bemg audited now by 
the State Department of Reve­ 
nue. Mrs. Butters charges, how­ 
ever. that the state actually 
owes her more than that, per­ 
haps as much as $51,000. 


Under the present law, Jones 
noted that “ any person ” may 
be appointed a license agent

One of these came to our attention the 
other day and we are passing on the 
information to alert the gullible. The latest 
IS an approach wherby the thiet will pose 
as a representativ e of the local utility 
company 
water, 
gas or electric 
He 
com es to “ inspect the wiring, the meters 
or the pipes ' 
Inv ariably , the ciax ik finds something 
that needs repairs and presumes to make 
them for the safety of the householder. 
Thereafter he demands pay ment, usually a 
small amount, $5 .00 or $10.00, accepts it 
gratefully and departs, nev er to be seen 
again. 
The particularly v icious aspect ot this 
con racket is that its practitioners prey 
almost ex clusiv ely on elderly persons and 
the poor because they are less likely to 
offer resistance or to check them out. 


Officials of utility companies are quite 
concerned about this racket and warn 
patrons nev er to allow any unfamiliar 
person to com e into the home without 
first 
being 
conv inced 
of his identify 
through company identification. 


Officials 
emphasize 
that 
no 
utility 
company representativ e will ask for cash 
pay ments on the spot. Obv iously their 
demands are fradulent. 
Potential 
v ictim s 
of 
such 
methix ls 
should alway s v erity - the identity of a 
utility company representativ e by phoning 
the company immediately . During the 
interlude the con-man will likely leav e the 
prem ises in a hurry -.

Prc*sident Nixon arrives in 
India at an awk ward time for him and for India 
In the first place. Prim e Mini.ster Indira (landhi is 
having her internal problems, which partly involve 
friendship with the U S A 
Her Congress party is 
seriously split, and if tfie President is not extremely 
careiut he is lik ely to rub the Indiaas the wrong way 
India is a proud, seasitive nation which will not beg 
for American aid yet needs it d(*sperately 
Second. Nixon's trip highlights the most serious 
mistak e we have made in Asia 
namely, back ing a 
country of only 17 million people. South Vietnam, 
when we could have had the support of a nation of 
500 million people. India 
If we had sent one-tenth of the money to India to 
save Iivt's that we sent to South Vietnam to eradicate 
lives, India would have been our firm ally against 
Communist China 
Instead, we have back ed a 
dubious and expensive small ally in Saigon agaiast 
Communist China and pu.shed a potentially powerful 
old friend into a near military alliance with Hus.sia 
Thus is not President Nixon s fault 
It was a 
bipartLsan mistak e which began with .lohn Poster 
Dulles and continued under President .lohason But 
Nixon has not improved the situation, and before he 
left Washington there was a debate laside his 
administration as to whether the I ’nited States would 
continue shipping surplus wheat to India Nixon was 
oppostnl. He smarted ovt*r India s criticism of the 
U S 
policy in Vietnam 
and its frequent votes 
agaiast the United States and Israel in the I N 
But the State Department argued that if we did 
cut off wheat to India it would drive that ma.s.sive 
countiA even further into the arms of Soviet Hussia 
—U.S. is an Old Friend

caases watering of the eyes or sijuinting, sunglas.ses 
may help you 
In selecting a pair, it is important to get a tyjx* 
that iI(H*s not rtxluce your vi.sion or your ability to 
distinguLsh colors esp« x‘ially if you ase them for 
driving They should never be worn for night driving 
or for reading indiwirs with or without artificial 
light 
The belief that the world k nik s better through rose 
colored gla.s.s(*s ls more fam iful than factual Neutral 
gray or smok e-colored glas.ses that filter out 70 to 80 
p(*r cent of the inteasity of the light are best, with

So choose the type best suited to your individual 
needs but avoid cheap sungla.sses In the long run. 
they are no bargain No matter what type you wind 
up with, never use* them to look directly at the sun

nail-polish 
remover, 
p a i n t 
thinner, 
cleaning fluid, gasoline and 
even propellants in pressur­
